This is a decision on the petition to withdraw the holding of 
abandonment under 37 CFR 1.181, a copy of which was filed via 
facsimile on November 17, 2003. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to 
timely file a proper response to the Notice to File Missing Parts 
of Nonprovisional Application, mailed May 22, 2001, which set an 
extendable period .for reply of two months for applicant to submit 
an executed oath or declaration and the surcharge for its late 
filing. No extensions of time under the provisions of 37 CFR 
1.136(a) were obtained. Accordingly, no executed oath or 
declaration having been received, the above-identified 
application became abandoned on July 23, 2001. A Notice of 
Abandonment was mailed on November 18, 2002.
